Mesopotamia. 

A telegram received from General Lake 
last night gives disappointing news cf 
the operations in Mésopotamia. An 
attack was delivered yesterday morning 
against the Sanna-i-yat positions on both 
banks of the Tigris. South of the river 
our troops “were unable to make much 
progress.” On the left bank the Turkish 
lines were entered, but the attacking 
troops were unable to hold their ground. 
The terms of the message make it plain 
that the attack to the north was of the 
gfeater importance. Since it is on that 
side of the river that Kut lies, there the 
fighting is most critical. Last night's 
telegram is the first for nearly a fortnight 
which has mentioned operations on the 
north bank of the river. All last week’s 
news was of General Keary’s Third Divi- 
sion on the south bank. That force was 
pushed forward first. Its object was to 
‘secure gun positions from which the main 
Sanna-i-yat defence would be enfiladed, so 
that the task of the British troops cn ihe 
north bank might be made im some degree 
easier. By the 7th the Third Division was 
opposite the Sanna-i-yat, and a few days 
later it forced the Turkish advanced lines 
back as much as three miles in some 
places. On Monday and Tnesday the 
Turks delivered counter-attacks in force, 
and regained a little ground: The 
| net result of the week's fighting, however, 
was that our troops on the south bank 
were well behind the line of the Turks’ 
northern position. General Gorringe then 
determined to attack on the north bank. 
The assault was launched yesterday morn- 
ing. The weather during the week had 
been stormy, and thé floods have risen. :t 
was, therefore, possible to attack only on 
a very narrow front, but at first the 
attack was successful. The position 
had been bombarded in advance, 
and the infantry of the leading battalion 
dashed forward with great gallantry and 
intrepidity. They gained the first and 
second lines of the Turkish defence, and 
in places penetrated the third line. The 
great advantages possessed by the ‘defence 
in an operation -of this kind then came 
intó play, and, as troops sent in support 
of the attacking brigade were unable to 
come up, the ground had to be relin- 
quished. 

The failure of this attempt on the strong 
»Sanna-i-yat position, and the further ev: 
dence which it provides as to the terrible 
conditions of the fighting, warn us not to 
count on the early relief of General 
Townshend's beleagmered force. After 
Sanna-i-yat there is still the Es Sinn 
position, which is reputed to have been 
prepared more elaborately than any of 
those that have yet been encountered by 
the relief force. We have never despised 
the Turk as fighter: in this campaign we 
} have to reckon with the fighting qualities 
of the Turkish rank and file in combina- 
tion with all the refinements of German 
military science. The strong defensive posi- 
tions which the Turks constructed one 
behind another on beth sides of the Tigris 
were designed and laid out under German 
supervision. The redoubtable von der Goltz, 
no longer needed in Gallipoli, had taken 
charge of the operations in Mesopotamia, 
and it is from the Turkish Headquarters 
there that his death is announced. He 
has @otte well for the Turks, for there is 
no doubt that our enemy is as 
well organised there as he was 
in Gallipoli. Goltz Pasha, as the 
Turks called him, would have had to give 
serious ' thought, had he continued in 
charge of the: Army in Mesopotamia, to 
the situation created by the double ad- 
vance of the Russians towards him—from 
‘Armenia in a directión which begins to 
threaten the Bagdad railway line of com-

We do not think that there will be any 
general protest against the new regula- 
tions under the Defence of the Realm 
Act. They were signed’ by the King 
in. Council last Saturday, and are 
intended to assure two things—the 
absolute privacy of to-morrow’s secret 
sessions in Parliament and the once tradi- 
tional secrecy of meetings of the Cabinet.

This capture is 
referred to in the Berlin despatch as an 
evacuation in consequence of underground 
floods. i

The French afternoon despatch of Saturday 
announced a vigorous bombardment of the 
se¢tor east of the road from Ypres to 
Pilkem by their guns during an attack by 
British troops. 

During the night the Germans, west of the 
Meuse, attacked and gained a footing in 
the French first lime trenches on the 
northern slopes of the Dead Man, 
but were driven out by a counter-attack. 

Anothtr German attack north of Caureéttes

In other 
words, it might be concluded’ that a general 
attack by the Germans against the Ypres 
salient was contemplated. | a 

To-morrow being the anhiversary of the 
second battle of Ypres the occasion is oppor- 
tune for a brief survey of thp situation in that 
desolated corner of the wéstern line. For 
Oper: weeks past there has been increasing 

ivity on the part of the enemy. The 
reasons to which this might be due, both 
military and political, have been frequently 
discussed of late, and need inot be referred to 
here. Since the struggl@ for the Interna- 
tional Trench commenced some two months 
ago there has been an almóst ceaseless round 
of fighting along this loop im the lite, with a 
tendency to become fiercer in volume, Yet all 
this warfare cannot be termed otherwise than 
desultory. It has never: heretofore amounted 
to anything more than struggles’ for local 
positions, the possession of which would confer 
a better range of observatién, more immunity 
from artillery fire, or fuller opportunity for 
harassing the other side. i 

BIG OFFENSIVE. 

The fighting at the. Bliff or at St. Eloi 
has no more direct reference to a real general 
Offensive than the capture’ of Trebizond has 
to the conflict around Verdun: It does not 
appear to be understoed by those at home who 
seem to find in all such fighting. as the four 
one-day attacks in the Ypres salient, the } re- 
liminary signs of a big offensive; what that 
term really implies. “The battle of Loos was á 
big offensive. It was preceded by several 
weeks of preparations and ¢oncentrations upon 
a scale which in these days of aerial fecon- 
naissance it is practically, hopeless to exp; 
to conceal from the enemy. The battle cf 
Verdun is "a big offensive. It. was heralded 
by a movement and work, on such a degree, 
and for at least two months ahead, that the 
French knew exactly where the blow was 
going to:be launched, despite the Boche- 
spread reports that a great concentration. was 
taking place in Belgium for an attack upon 
the British, or notwithstanding demonstrations 
in force elsewhere designed to serve as feints. 

‘Whether the great offensive which we trust 
will play a decisive part im the war will come 
from the side of the Allies or from the Ger- 
mans is not for me to spetulate. Of course it

“ THE STRATEGICAL KEY TO 
KUT.” 

Mr.. Edmund Candler, the representative 
of the British Press with the Expeditionary 
Force in Mesopotamia, writes from Abu 
Roman, April 17th:— i 

At seven o'clock this morning our troops 
stormed and carried the strong Turkish posi- . 
tion of Beit Eissa, on the right bank of 
the Tigris, capturing over two hundred pri- 
soners. The enemy’s casualties must have 
been very heavy, many dead being left in 
the trenches, s goin from those who fell on 
the open ground swept by our artillery. Our 
infantry were able‘to advance under cover 
of the guns up to the enemy’s trenches, and 
to rush the position without severe losses. 
The first trenches fell almost immediately, 
and our troops then continued the advance 
and consolidated their positions some hundred 
of yards beyond the line the enemy had held 
during the. morning. Turkish reinforce- 
ments were observed pouring: in from the 
direction of Es Sinn. Two counterattacks 
were launched by them, but were easily 
repulzed witb heavy lesses to the enemy

Progress, though interrupted by the storms 
and floods, has been gradual, and has been 
carried through by a succession of actions, 
in which the Turks had been driven back 
on the prepared position at Beit Eissa, which 
we took to-day. Owing to the difficult and 
swampy nature of the ground, which has 
made observation and the movement of large 
bodies of troops almost impossible, recent 
fighting has comprised a number of affairs 
of outposts. In these, individual enterprise 
and initiative have had full seope, and our 
troops have maintained their superiority over 
the enemy. 

In one case an infantry patrol, while 
keeping every Turkish head under the 
parapet by intensive machine gun fire, crept 
up and enfiladed the enemy’s position with 
bombs.

in that district in the years mentioned he 
mapped out an original scheme of defensive 
artangements, which were. regarded by the 
Staff.at Berlin as superlatively effective.

he devoted himself to the strategic training of 
the first corps, which bore the brunt of the 
early fighting with Russia. He was closely 
associated with Turkey for a considerable part 
of his career. He went to reconstruct Abdul 
Hamid’s Army in 1883, and remained in 
Turkey until 1895. When he left he was sup- 
posed to have turned raw fighting men into a 
really formidable Army, but when the Bul- 
garians defeated the Turks with such com- 
pleteness in 1912 Von der Goltz hastened to 
explain that the Turks were not prepared for 
a serious and general war on the European 
frontier, and when he retired the Army was 
more like a police force, and that the Sultan 
had never moms any field service training 
or manceuvres, or even shooting exercises, by 
the infantry and artillery. The Army placed 


in the field against the Balkan States was but | 


an army of recruits, he declared. In a speech 
made at Calepto on November 24th last he 
declared that he had been "placed at the head 
of an army which was destined to drive off 
the enemy, who, with the assistance of 
Arabian tribes, had entered the country—in 
other words. that his was to. be the command 
in Mesopotamia, and he presumably had been 
our chief opponent<in*the Mesopotamian cam- 
paign. Von der Goltz traced his ancestral 
line to a Goltz who was ennobled and made 
a Marshal of France by Louis XIX. He came 
of an old Prussian military family, and him- 
self entered the Army in 1861. He was a mem- 
ber of the General Staff when the Franco 
Prussian war broke out; and was assigned a 
post of command in the Second Army. In ad- 
dition to that of a soldier, he made repu- 
tation as one of the greatest military writers. 
His best-known work was “A Nation im 
Arms,” published in 1883. It was a brilliant 
hypothesis of military duty, and was trans- 
lated into a dozen languages.

The latest news in Rome from Constanti- 
nople, says Mr. A. Beaumount, the Milan 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, leads 
to the belief that the death of Marshal von der 
Goltz was not due to natural causés..

COUNT BERNSTORFF IN A 


FIX. 


Should the submarine crisis be _ settled, 
says the Washington correspondent of the 
Daily Mail, it is regarded as highly pro 
bable that the secrets revealed by the papers 
seized in von Igel’s office will ensure Count 
Bernstorff’s dismissal, Count Bernstorff still 
insists that these papers must be returned to 
him intact.

IRELAND AND COMPULSORY 
SERVICE.’ 


Mr. E. P. Hewitt, K.C., LL.D., who is the. 


author of “ Hewitt on the Statutes of Limi- 
tation,’’ contributes a letter to the Morning 
Post. in which he asks: Is it not time that 
the Government reconsidered its policy with 
regard to Ireland’ [Ireland was exeluded from 
the Military Service Act passed last January, 
and, indeed, Irishmen. in this country appear 
to be outside the Act if they are not “ ord- 
narily resident in Great Britain,” or if they 
are resident here for some “ special purpose, ' 
a vague phrase, which may be very widely 
construed. It is not, I believe, disputed that 
there are a large number of young men, mar- 
ried and unmarried, in the country districts 
of Ireland who have not enlisted.. A limited 
form of compulsion has ‘been applied to Eng- 
land and Scotland, and this is apparently 
about to be extended. It cannot be sufposed 
that Ireland, whose future is at stake equally 
with that of this country, is unwilling to 
share the same burdens and dangers; and to 


omit Ireland from any scheme of sa 


service is to suggest a doubt as to the oyeity 
and patriotism of the Irish people, which, 
am sure, has not the slightest ¢oundation.

AN EX-PREMIER’S VIEWS. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.)

The new fortress 
at the mouth of the Scheldt has, perhaps, 
not yet been completed, but the Scheldt is so 
thickly sown with mines that no Power in the 
world is strong enough to force a passage: 
Holland is also economically prepared, and 
all these measures are due to the energy of 
the present Premier. 

Questioned about the trend of popular feel- 
ing in Holland, Dr. Kuyper_added—There 
are two parties, both of whith are rather 
strong—the one for the Anlente and the 
other for the Central Powers. The German 
invasion of Belgium was the main reason for 
the anti-German feeling. ! 

After remarking that the Lusitania affair 
had not been sufficiently elucidated, Dr. 
Kuyper added the attitude of Great Britain 
and her Allies towards Greece has found little 
approval’ in Holland, and recent British 
measures concerning the supply of bunker 
coal for Dutch vessels are hardly ‘of a nature 
to create Dutch sympathy. We, as neutrals, 
are constantly menaced and restricted in our 
freedom 6f movement by Great Britain.

But, menace 
alone of a rapture of diplomatic relations is a 
fact which must be regarded with great 
seriousness, and the significance of which has 
to be considered most scrupulously. In the situa- 


tion created by the Note a cool mind only can 


decide, after careful examination, all the con- 
sequences which might arise. from_a canflict 
with the United States, after an examination 
of alk means which, without abandoning essen- 
tial German interests, conid possibly. prevent 
such a conflict. but an examination also of a 
means at our disposal which could effectively 
meet the latest dangers. All this at present.

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 
 Dr.. Ohnesorg writes:—The general condi- 
tions observed were satisfactory. Hygienic 
conditions are very , and there were very 
few cases of illness among the British pri- 
soners of war. Complaints were few in num- 
ber, and for the most part were not of a 
serious nature. The clothing was sufficient 
and in good condition, and all the men had 
good shoes. In none of the camps did I find 
that N.C.O.’s were detailed for working

At Cottbus the British prisoners, one hun- 
dred and seventy-one in number, occupied one 
of these half barracks, and were quartered 
alote. Thirty N.C.0.’s were detained here. 
Of these, five had lately volunteered for work, 
and had been sent to an estate at Rogow, 
near Cegeln, where they were engaged in farm 
work. Twenty British énlisted men were also 
at a working camp in Schonewald, engaged in 
agricultural work. 

At Goerlitz there are sixty-six British pri- 
soners in the camp. Twenty-nine of these 
men are non-commissioned officers, the seniors 
of whom occupy a room by themselves. The 
remaining British are housed together in one 
section of an adjoining barrack, Twelve of 
the British are employed in the town in ex- 
cavating work and road-building. 

PRISONERS SENT TO POLAND. 

Sagan mm contains thirty-four British. 
Twenty-two have been detailed to working 
camps. Dr. Ohnesorg adds:—‘‘I was in- 
formed that some had been sent as far East 
as Brest, Litowsk in Russian Poland, their 
work being on railroad repair. Corporal 
Francis Enefer of.the West Yorkshire Regi- 
ment, was the senior N.C.O. He was employed 
at his own request on the camp post office as 
the representative of the British interned. 
These British were all in good physical 
condition, and had éufficient clothing and good 
shoes.

REFUSAL TO WORK ON SUNDAY. 

In regard to Sprettau Camp, Dr. Ohnesorg 
writes:—Seven British prisoners of War are 
interned here. Two of them are N.C.O’s, 
Sergeant John Hamilton, Northumberland 
Fusiliers; and ral Wakefield, of the 
Queen's Royal West Surrey Regiment. They, 
together with 15 other British prisoners, 
joined this camp in September, 1915. Soon 
after arrival, in early October, they were 
transferred to a working camp at Glegau, a 
sugar factory. Their work consisted’of wheel- 
ing coal into the power-house of the factory. 
The seven men whom I found at Sagan re- 
fused to work on Sunday. They were re- 
turned to Sagan, and afterwards tried by 
courtmartial, and sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, three months for disobedience 
and three months for conspiracy. The sentence 
was appealed against, and they, are now await- 
ing a re-trial. he remaining 15 British, after 
this occurrence, were removed from this work- 
ing camp and transferred to other parent 
camps. The seven awaiting trial are not 
under arrest, and are housed together alone 
in one room. ' 

Writing oí Neuhammer (Queis) Camp, Dr. 
Ohnesorg says :—‘‘ In this camp I found nine 
British prisoners, the senior of whom was 
Sergeant Hurworth, of the West Yorkshire 
Regiment. All of these men were in good 
physical condition, but four needed “Á wg 
and they iníormed me that they had written 
home, and that the necessary supply of cloth- 
ing would be sent. One hundred and sixty 
British belonging to Neuhammer have been 
detailed to -wotking camps, the majority 
for farming work. 

At Guben Camp the visitor found 47. British 
orange The portion of the building al- 
otted to them was not as well lighted or 
ventilated as was possible. “This was easy of 
adjustment, and the Kommandant, when I 
called his attention to the defect, examined 
the barrack, and gave the necessary orders to 
his adjutant for the installation of a window. 


THE «LAZARETS. ” 

Mr. Jackson, who visited the Lazarets at 
Hamburg, writes:—‘“ Reserve Lazaret VII. 
has been installed in’ a separate ward of the 
““Central Gefangnis’’ at Fuhlsbuitel, near 
Hamburg. The ward consists of a large brick 
building, in the middle of a good-sized en- 
closure, which is surrounded by high walls, 
At the time of my. visit, which 
was unannounced, there were eight British 
prisoners (names appended) in the hospital, 
who live together in one large well-aired room. 
One of these men (Dickson) was wounded in 
October, 1914, and had been in this lazaret 
since January, 1915. His condition is such as 
to entitle him to repatriation, but the surgeon 
in charge said that it would be dangerous to 
endeavour to transport him by sea. . His case 
will be sos GE iasc when the ar- 
rangement to inten British in 
Switzerland is completed.” :

OUTRAGE IN SOUTH 
KILDARE.

Last night, or during the early hours this 
morning, a tablet, on which were inscribed the 


“names of all those in the district serving with 


the Colours, was maliciously injured by being 
tarred and the names oblitérated. ‘The tablet 
was erected at Castledermot by the local Re~ 
cruiting Committee, which is largely composed 
of prominent Nationalists. It was placed in an 
enclosure belonging to the Duke of Leinster, 
and faced the public street, and was directly 
opposite the parish priest’s residence, and in 
close proximity to the Protestant and Roman 
Catholic churches. Great indignation pre- 
vails, especially amongst the relatives of the 
120 soldiers whose names were inscribed on 
the Roll of Honour. So far as is known there 
are no Sinn Fein Volunteers in the district, 
and the local Volunteers, in August, 1914, 
declared unanimously in favour of Mr. Red- 
mond’s policy, and a large number of the 
corps have since joined the Colours. For & 
dong time past minor outrages, such as damage 
to walls and doors, have been committed in 
the district by parties, who consider such out- 
rages practical jokes. As a matter of fact, 
one of the town bridges is now being repaired 
as a result of such a “joke.” The police are 
actively investigating the affair. An adver- 
tisement sign, owned by a prominent local 
trader, was also tarred last night, and. some 
fowl, the property of a clergyman,’ were

CHURCHES. 


Easter Day is always an occasion-of _joyful 
hymn and hopeful looking forward.

Master 
Stanton sang very sweetly the treble solo 
in “I know that my Redeemer,”’ and to Mr. 
Thomas Marchant was! assigned the great 
bass solo '' Behold’ and '' The trumpet shall 
sound. The hymn " Hark, ten thousand 
voices oupding, was álso sung. :

SERMON BY THE ARCH- 
BISHOP OF DUBLIN. 
‘The Archbishop of Dublin was the special 


preacher at the morning Service in Christ 
Church Cathedral yesterday, when there was 
a large congregation: The Dublin Corporation 
pew was occupied by Aiderman Dinnage, 
Alderman McCarthy, and Mr. Andrew 
Beattie, D.L., who attended in their robes of 
office. Matins was. followed by a choral 
celebration, which included 7'e Deum and 
Benedictua, Harwood in A flat; anthem, “I 
know that my Redeemer liveth .. . 
Worthy is the Lamb,’’ Handel; and the 
Communion Office, Smart in. F. Dr. Kit- 
son presided at the organ, and the music 
was very capably rendered. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, who took as his 
text 1st Corinthians, 15th chapter, and verses 
25 and 26— “ He must reign, till He hath put 
all enemies under His feet. The last enemy 
that shall be destroyed is death’’—in the 
course of his sermon, said :— 

The conquest of evil: the conquest of death. 
These are the splendid themes upon which 
Easter bells ring the changes year by year. 
They appeal to us in this year of conflict and 
grief with a new force. Never has an Easter 
come to any of us when we needed so sorely 
the assurance that it brings, of the triumph 
of righteousness and the certainty of life be- 
yond the gates of death. And these are the 
supreme and splendid messages of the 
Resurrection of the Crucified Christ. We have 
had them both in the anthem, which has ex- 
pressed for us the secret of our Easter joy. 
“Worthy is the Lamb ”; that is the triumphal 
chorus which greets the Victor Christ, “' 
know that my Redeemer liveth . ... 
though this body shall perish . . . yet 
shall I see God.” That is the sure and certain 
hope of immortality. And both of these 
thoughts are in all our hearts to-day. 


GOOD WILL PREVAIL OVER EVIL. 


Throughout the ages men have desired 
some assurance that good will prevail over 
evil, that right will conquer might, at length 
and at last. It is the instinct of the soul that 
believes in God to believe that it must be so, 
for God is good. And again and again so it 
has come to pass, beyond all expectation, just 
as men's hearts were failing them for fear; 
and they have been constrained to explain 
their deliverance from evil by the humble and 
thankful acknowledgment that Heaven has 
been their deliverer. This was the meaning of 
victory in war to the Hebrew Psalmist whose 
words we sang this morning. '' He shalP send 
from heaven; and save me from , , . him 
that would eat me up.'” ' 

This is the inner meaning of the old legend 
of which some of us are reminded on St. 
George's Day. St. George is a mythical per- 
sonage, indeed; but the old tale of our child- 
hood about him has a message still of courage 
and hope. Fer the story was that while the 
issue of battle between the Saracen and the 
Norman armies was still uncertain, a heavenly 
squadron, led by St. George, with a Red Cross 
for his banner, swept the field and gained the 
day for the Christian against the Turk. The 
| Cross and the Crusaders prevailed, by the 


|help of heaven. By the help of heaven. That 


was, at any rate, the secret of their victory, 
however childlike may have been the faith 
which expressed it in the old legend of St. 
George. It is a simplicity of faith which has 
not even yet passed away; for it is not many 
months since we heard, when our little army 
was sore beset, how á 
Fierce fiery warriors fought unon the” clouds 
In- ranks and squadrons and right form of war. 
We do not believe (most of ws at. least) these 
things to be literally true; we do not believe 
the legends, either of St. George or of the 
Angels of Mons, in the form in which a 
simple piety has repeated them. But the 
spiritual truth behind them both is the same, 
and it is one which we shall do well to hold 
fast. The cause of righteotisness must prevail 
sth, for God’ rules the world, and He is 
s This conviction is-the secret of 
optimism ; and its supreme vindica- 
‘found in the unexpected and over- 
whelming victory of the Risen Christ. He is 
risen: “ He must reign until He hath put all 
things under His feet.’’ 


RIGHT MUST CONQUER MIGHT. 

This is the conviction—the faith that right 
must conquer might—with which our armies 
have gone forth, with which we send them. 
This is the meaning of the Great Crusade, for 
ourselves and our Allies, East atid West. And 
East and West—it is a small. thing, but 
not without meaning—East and West agree 
in the symbol by which they represent 
the conflict. For the ancient device’ which 


i depicts St (reorge the Warrior saint, 


trampling the dragon of evil under his feet, 
is not only the device of the Knights of the 
(rarter ; it forms the arms of the great city 
of Moscow, the centre of the religious 
‘fe of Russia. And as this year we celebrate 
Easter, by a happy coincidence on the* same 
day with our Russian fellow Christians, we 
feel that our brotherhood in arms is onlv the 
outward manifestation of our brotherhood in 
Christ. They and we look to the same hope, 
and cling to the same faith, in Christ the 
world’s Redeemer. As we learn to know each 
other better, we shall learn more of the riches 
of His grace, and the range of His all-em- 
bracing compassion. We do not think as they 
do on every nice point of Christian belie? ; 
but in our Easter faith we are one. I spoke 
of the war as a Crusade, and those who 
tread the way of the Cross together draw 
nearer to each other as they draw nearer to 
the place of the Cross. 

lor he to-day that sheds his blood with me 

Shall be my brother; be he ne'er so vile, 

This day shall gentle his condition.” 

It would be well for us all if we learnt to 
apply the great words of Shakespeare at home 
as well as abroad, to our own countrymen 
no less than to our comrades in arms of 
other lands. 

A MESSAGE OF VICTORY. 

The. Easter message is a message of victory. 
But it tells of a victory which came through 
tears and blood. So it is always in the 
Crusades of earth, for the disciple is not above 
his Master. And we need some more per- 
sonal, some more hopeful, message even than 
this if we are to be strong to follow in the 
Way of the Cross. “The last enemy that 
shall be destroyed is death.” Aye, but it 
shall be destroyed. For Easter brings the 
assurance of a larger life, a life of service 
and hope and joy, beyond the gates of death. 
“I know that my Redeemer liveth . 
though this body perisb . . yet shall J 
see God.” This is the hope and the faith, 
in which generation after generation of 
mourners have parted, for a time, from their 
dead. They still live, not only in the memory 
of those they left behind, but in their own 
proper selves, the very men and women that 
we knew. And some day we, too,. shall 
know that there is nothing surprising about 
it, although to think now of the future life is 
bewildering, indeed. We shall know by per- 
sonal experience that death is an episode in 
life, not its end. We shall understand what 
is the full meaning of the words in which 
the ‘apostle wonderingly spoke of the Risen 
Christ: “it was not possible that He should 
be holden of death.” It is thus we ought 
to think of those who have gone from us into 
the larger world beyond, It is thus that 
Eastertide bids us think. 

“Our part in them we could not keep from 
death, : 
But Heaven keeps his part in eternal life.” 

And Heaven's part of the man is the best 
part, as our great poet knew well. So 
Shakespeare said, but’ a greater than he had 
said it all before. “Fear not them which 
kill the body . . Let not your heart be 
troubled. . . . -—In My Father’s house are 
many mansions.” Let this and nothing less 


be the secret of our Easter hope.

GERMAN INTRIGUES 
EXPOSED. 


IMPORTANT STATEMENT BY 


LORD NEWTON. 
(REUTER'’S TELEGRAM.) - 


: AMSTERDAM, Satvrpay. 

The Handelablad this morning publishes 
prominently a report of an interview whith 
its representative has had with Lord Newton 
on the subject of British relations with the 
Netherlands. 
_Lord Newton said public opinion in the 
United Kingdom fully realises the extra- 
ordinarily difficult position in which Holland 
has been placed by the war. Her immediate 
neighbour by land and her immediate neigh- 
bour by sea are engaged in a life and death 
conflict, each of them of surpassing strength 
in their own ‘elements, and the Dutch people 
have had to see an act. of brutal aggression 
committed upon the race very closely allied to 
them in blood: and by history, and to watch 
from near at hand the martyrdom of Belgium. 
The great heart, which took to itself and fed 
and clothed, so many thousands of refugees 
from that unhappy country, has. won the ‘re- 
spect and esteem -wf the world. But the world 
knows, too, the heavy burden in money and 
foodstuffs which this true and great act. of 
charity has been upon the people of Holland, 

BLOCKADE TROUBLES. 

Above and beyond the difficulties caused: by 
the proximity of a geographically small 
neutral State to two larger belligerents, 
Holland has been in a difficult position owing 
to the blockade. As Germany dare not let 
out her Fleet to attempt to clear her own 
ports, she is bound to attempt to make use of 
those of her neutral neighbours, and constant 
trouble has been caused by the attempts of 
German agents to get oods into Germany 
from the outside world, under the pretext 
that they are wanted ‘» «he normal course of 
things for Holland i 

(rreat Britain has no intention of trying td 
interfere? with the bona fide home trade of 
Holland, but in the exercise of her belligerent 
rights she concludes that she is justified in 
cutting otf German overseas trade through 
Holland. She has done her best to distin- 
guish between these two kinds of trade, and 
to kill the latter without harming the former. 
Mistakes have, doubtless, been made, but 
every effort has been put forth to avoid injury 


to Dutch interests. It should be remem-¥ 


bered there are compensations of a kind in 
the matter oi trade. Certain shipping and 
carrier firms, as well as many merchants, in 
Holland have .}iterally made their fortunes — 
since the outbreak of war. 

On the other hand, Holland never forgets 
that Germany is always looking anxiously at 
the mouth of the Rhine, which Germans 
calmly call our river, and gazes with envious 
eyes at the great port of Rotterdam, and that 
her calculations are clearly directed towards 
a wide hold on the North-Eastern coast of 
Europe, partly for strategical, but far more 
for commercial reasons. 

Leaving. these general considerations and 
coming to events of the immediate past, it 
may be worth while to examine rather more 
closely the manner in which Great Britain and 
Germany, respectively, have treated their 
neutral neighbours. In what have the Dutch 
anything to complain of in their treatment by 
England? They have saffered: small incon- 
veniences. it would be idle to deny this, by 


‘the delaying of some of their ships and their 


cargoes, but they are coming to see now that 
these intonveniences are no greater than 
might be expected for a country sandwiched 
between the chief enemies in a great world 
war, and that every attempt is made by this 
country (the United Kingdom) to deal with 
doubtful cases with all possible rapidity and 
courtesy. 
-s. THE TUBANTIA, 
Contrast this with the treatment which it 
has suffered at-the. hands of Germany. It 1s 
unnecessary to speak of the minor indignitjes 
to which every Dutchman has to submit on 
the German-Dutch frontier. Holland is a 
commercial nation with a great: past as well 
as a great present, and hopes of a still greater 
future, anc is especially a maritime 
nation, though she has very little tonnage 
to spare, and’ she has lately been forced to 
witness the destruction of many of her ships 
by Germans, followed by an official denial of 
complicity which can no longer deceive the 
simplest mind, and hollow assurances only 
succeeded by some baser outrage. The 
Tubantia, Holland’s finest merchant ship, has 
heen sunk: The fragments of the engine of 
destruction, if any tangible proof be wanted, 
show clearly this outrage was the work of a 
German torpedo, and this was followed closely 
by. the sinking #f the: Palembang, the author- 
ship of which leaves no doubt in unbiassed 
minds. Through German piracy the Nether- 
lands have suffered grievously in lives ano 
property, and doubtless the whole tale is not 


‘et, told. 
m GERMAN SCARE. 

The minor crisis of the past fortnight can 
be explained without great difficulty, in the 
licht of these events. Germans saw the just 
passion into which the Netherlands had been 
thrown by their. insolent and brutal naval 
policy, and attempted to create a division of 
feeling. Accordingly, at the close of the 
Allies’ Conference in Paris, the occasion was 
seized by Germany’s intriguing agents to in- 
sert in some unwary newspapers the ridiculous 
rumour that Great Britain had demanded of 
Holland permission to land troops on her 
shores in order to attack the German rear, and 
this coinciding with some quite ordinary mili- 
tary measures in process of being taken by 
the Netherlands Government was used to 
raise a baseless seare in certain Dutch 
quarters. The Germans, by means of their 
wireless messages and their Press, attempted 
to show Holland as placing herself on a foot- 
ine for immediate entry into hostilities. But 
the momentary excitement soon subsided, the 
authoritative denial of foolish stories which 


the Germans had circulated was at once ac- 
‘cepted by the clear-headed Dutch people, and 


a lesson in German methods has been learned 
which is likely to remain long in their minds. 
Thev remember only too*well the procedure 


at the begirining of the war, by which Ger- } 


manv attempted so fruitlessly some justifica- 
tion for her unprovoked assault on Belgium, 
DUTCH COLONIES. 

Here is another instance of Germany’s 
underhand methods of spreading the germ of 
dissension between long-standing friends. | 
Holland rightly sets great store by her magni- 
ficent colonies, and it has been, and is, Ger- 
many’s policy of intrigue as a cloak for her 
own nefarious designs to endeavour to delude 
the people of the Netherlands into thinking 
that Great Britain covets these, and woul 
take them if she dare. It cannot be too 
clearly stated that this base allegation is a 
Teutonic plot to induce the people of Holland 
to believe that Great Britain is not truly 
their friend, and I would like to take this op- 
portunity of assuring all classes of the inhabi- 
tants of the Netherlands and of the Dutch 
overseas possessions, that no one in the United 
Kingdom, or the British dominions, either 
official personage or private individual, has 
the most remote thought of ever attempting 
to deprive Holland of the possessions of which 
she is so justly proud. Great Britain only 
asks the Dutch to weigh their treatment by 
both sides in the present conflict, and to conie 
to their own considered conclusion. The 
difficulties which they have encountered in 
their dealings with this country are insepar- 
able from their geographical position on the 
fringe of a beleagured State, now on the 
downward path to defeat: whereas from that 
very State (Germany) they have received a 
cruel and wanton blow in the present, and 
promises of aggression in the future, hidden 
under some misty Pan-Germanic theory, 

BRITISH POSITION. | 

Great Britain attempts no special pleaaing ; 
she asks the Government and the people of 
the Netherlands to judge by their acts which. 
of the two contending parties in this war has 
behaved towards Holland in the way most 
likely to tend to her present and future 
prosperity and peace. 

Despite the British official categorical 
denial of aggressive British intentions against 
Holland, the malevolent anti-British rumours, 
which were partly traced to the German 
Consul-General, are not yet entirely dead. 


| The interview, therefore, which Lord Newton 


has accorded the Handelsblad will be of much 
service in removing doubts of British 

faith from the minds of any Dutchmen who 
still honestly entertain them. 

The correspondent regards Lord Newton's 
utterances as an expression of the views of 
the British Government. ‘he correspondent’s 
main questions were whether the Alhes jat the 
Paris Conference had resolved to land troops 
in Holland, or had even discussed such a pro- 
ject; whether the British Government still:

Srr,—I do hope, and so do thousands of 
sterling Nationalists, that, when the equal 
service for all proposition comes before the 
secret session of the House of Commons on 
Tuesday next, there will Le many powerful 
voices to urge the claims of Ireland to 
similar treatment with England and Scot- 
and.~ There is no country engaged in this 
war that would suffer more material damage 
than Ireland if the Huns won. If this is 
true, why should Irishmen suffer the in- 
dignity of allowing other countries to sacri- 
fice everything for our sakes, while our 
foolish young men play at soldiers in the 
streets of our citfes and the roads and Janes 
of our country districts? The writer has been 
for many months at the front in Flanders, and 
he knows the feeling of disappointment and | 
indignation that fills the souls:of all the Irish 
soldiers out there dt the comparative in- 
difference and want of support which Irish- 
men at home are affording to their own splen- 
did regiments. Slowly and gradually these 
regiments are parting with their identity, 
and. their ranks aré becoming more 
and more filled with Englishmen and 
Scotsmen. It is nonsense to say that Ire- 
land has done her duty, or half her duty. 
She has ignored the timely and wise advice 
tendered to her by Mr. John Redmond and 
other Nationalist leaders. This being so, it 
becomes the bounden duty’ of every Irish 
leader who loves his own country, and de- 
sires to see her keep unsullied the splendid 
services of Irish soldiers in the past, to insist 
that, if universal military service is applied to 
Englishmen and Scotsmen, the same law must 
be enforced in Ireland.. If British statesmen 
and Irish leaders only grasp the nettle with 
pluck and ‘firmness, there will be no trouble

Sirn,—A_ good deal of attention has “been 
given in the Press during the past few weeks 
to the Patriotic League instituted by the 
Mayor of Derry, under which members pledge 
themselyes to practise thrift, economy, and 
temperance for the duration of the war, and 
to assist the country by investing in war 
funds, as far as possi any savings by 
effected. All this is excellent as far as it goes, 
but, to my mind, it does not far enough. 
I would like to see the words added, '' pee 
serve the King and country in any way in my 
power.” A great many people have it in 
their power te serve their King and country 
in the present crisis, but it not been 
inted out to them how they can do sp.

beyond the eligible age for service in either 
the Navy or Army. These men simply do 
nothing. Not one of them but could “ serve” 


fin one way or another. On the Continent at 


the present moment every. man who is sound 
in limb and able to pass the doctor is engaged 
either in the fighting line or in preparing 
munitions, yet the commerce and agriculture 
of.the country are being carried on even more 
intensely than before the war. 

The simple explanation is that the work is 
being carried on by the elderly men, boys, 
women, and girls. Is this so in Derry? This 
is not merely a war of highly trained armies 
or navies. It is a war in which whole nations 
are fighting—men, women, and children. This 
city, as we all know, has done well, but has it 
done its best? ‘There are still hundreds of 
young men, in every way fit for military ser- 
vice, who are not in any way whatsoever 
‘doing their bit.” One has only to walk 
about the streets on a Saturday night to see 
them. A small percentage are, no doubt, em- 
ployed in absolutely indispensable trades, for 
which exemption badges are provided; the 
rest arenot. The latter are mostly engaged in 
factories, grocery, drapery, and tobacronists’ 
establishments, and could easily be replaced 
either by women or men unfit for active ser- 
vice. Why is this not done? If you ask the 
young men why they do not enlist, many will 
tell you that their places would be filled by 
others equally fit for military service, and 
that they do not consider it fair that they 
should be asked to make way for them and 
lose their job for good and all. 

I am of opinion that, if the employers and 
the employés réally pledged themselves to 
assist their King and country to the utmost of 
their power during the war, a t impetus 
would be given to recruiting. iú would then 
be the business of the employers to impreas 
upon the employés their duty to present them- 
sélves for enlistment, undertaking that their 
places would not be filled by ot fit for 
military service, and that after the war they 
would be taken back again. If this were 
done, there could be no reasonable excuse for 
young men fit for military service not offering 
themselves for enlistment.—Yours, etc.,
